We have seen some trends over the past few months - confirmed by our auctions at Central States, Summer 
FUN, and the recent ANA - that suggest the rare coin market is picking up momentum. Leading the way is material 
that has been off the market for many years - particularly coins from established collections still in their original holders 
of purchase, or those that have recently been certified from raw state. 

We are fortunate to have these factors well-represented by our list of Long Beach Expo Featured Collections. Two of 
the collections are presented in separate catalogs. Nevertheless, they are an integral part of our Long Beach presence.

In addition, several important Featured Collections appear within the pages of this catalog. We invite you to take a few 
minutes now to read about the highlights: 

THE OHIO VALLEY COLLECTION 

This extensive collection was formed by an Ohio gentleman over a number of decades. He passed away in 2015 and 
his family has consigned his extensive holdings to auction. More than 1200 lots make up this impressive collection, 
clearly focused on gold and silver issues, but with a few early copper and other type coins represented as well. 
Seemingly all of the certified coins came to Heritage in their original holders of purchase many years ago, and remain 
so. Other coins came to us uncertified and have been newly slabbed for the auction. Rather than high-grade rarities, 
The Ohio Valley Collection reflects the keen eye of a numismatist who was more concerned with high-end quality at a 
collector-friendly grade. While Mint State coins are well-represented, most of the collection grades from Choice VF to 
AU58. Virtually every coin was obviously selected for eye appeal and original, sharply struck surfaces. The gold issues 
are particularly strong from gold dollars through double eagles, including early issues. 

THE PENNSYLVANIA COMMON MAN COLLECTION OF LIBERTY $10 EAGLES 

The Liberty ten dollar series is a numismatic challenge few collectors have either the patience for, or the financial 
wherewithal, to attempt. Many of the coins - especially from the 1860s and 1870s - show fewer than 100 pieces known 
in all grades. Coins like the 1864-S (the rarest of the No Motto issues) has fewer than 30 pieces confirmed, yet it is 
often overlooked as one of the scarcest gold coins of all federal coinage. The Pennsylvania Common Man Collection 
contains all dates, mintmarks, and most Guide Book varieties for the eagle series, minus the nearly unobtainable 1875 
Philadelphia ten. Our consignor writes, "I unearthed coins that haven't seen the light of day since the 1950s, especially 
some of the rarer dates. Many are coins that passed through two generations of modest means, obsessive eagle lovers. 
Some of the rare dates would be unavailable to other common men, except in lower grade..." The collection is a 
blueprint for an affordable way to obtain a near-complete eagle collection, heretofore a largely unthinkable possibility 
for the average collector. 


THE HAMILTON COLLECTION, PART II 

The Hamilton Collection headlined our recent ANA Signature event, with collectors and dealers alike equally 
enthusiastic about the exceptional coins in their original holders that made up nearly the entirety of the offering. We 
are equally pleased to bring additional selections from the collection to Long Beach. Once again, early and Capped 
Bust halves are the greater part of the consignment, but numerous other interesting copper, silver, and gold type 
coins are included. Of special note are a number of off-center and double-struck Bust halves that are sure to attract 
both error and Bust half specialists. 

THE DR. BRUCE MESARA COLLECTION 

Saint-Gaudens double eagles, Seated dollars, Trade dollars, and key date Morgan dollars highlight The Dr. Bruce 
Mesara Collection, with many representatives in our Premier Session as well as in floor sessions 1, 2, and 3, plus the 
Signature® Internet Session. Of special note is a splendid group of mintmarked Saints including the 1927-S graded 
AU58 PCGS Secure and a similarly graded 1925-S twenty. Key Morgan dollars include a beautifully toned 1895 silver 
dollar graded PR63+ NGC, an exceptional 1893-S certified AU50 PCGS Secure, and a vibrant 1893-CC in MS63 
NGC. The Seated dollar set includes all of the Carson City issues led by an 1873-CC and the 1870-CC, which grades 
AU55 NGC. 

THE AL ANTHONY COLLECTION 

This highly-rated PCGS Registry Set ranks in the top 12 of the Lincoln Cents Basic Set, Circulation Strikes (1909- 
1958) in the Current Finest category. By definition, the grades must be high for such a set, and the eye appeal must 
be extraordinary, which is true for this entire collection. Original Red color is the rule for every coin, all PCGS-graded 
including a 1914-D MS64 Red, 1915-S MS65 Red, 1918-D MS65 Red (in a first-generation holder), 1919-S MS65 
Red, and a 1926-S MS64 Red. The 1909-S cent grades MS66 Red PCGS. 

THE PUGET SOUND COLLECTION 

Carson City dollars, half dollars, quarters, and a twenty cent piece join a nice group of Standing Liberty quarters in 
this carefully assembled collection of better-date silver issues. The Premier Session includes several important coins: 
a pair of 1893-CC dollars, one graded MS64 NGC and another certified MS62 Prooflike PCGS, an 1873-CC Arrows 
Seated half, Large CC, in an AU55 NGC holder, and a conditionally rare 1918/7 quarter, FS-101, graded MS62 NGC 
are just a few of the many excellent selections. 

THE BRISTOL COLLECTION 

The Bristol Collection was formed by a longtime numismatist, coin dealer, and dedicated Kennedy half aficionado 
who grew up in Dallas, Texas, and was a teenager there when President Kennedy met his tragic death in 1963. 

He vividly remembers buying Morgan dollars for face value from the bank in 1962, but unfortunately saved none 
of them. His first major Kennedy half purchase - from Heritage's FUN 2007 Signature auction (lot 4933), an 
MS65 Prooflike NGC 1964-D Kennedy pedigreed to the first day of issue of the series and to Guide Book editor 
Kenneth Bressett - spurred him to attempt to complete the series, first of circulation strikes, then of proofs and 
Cherrypickers' varieties. The acquisition of a rare 1964 SMS Kennedy half in MS67 PCGS spurred his intense 
research into the 1964 SMS coinage. A couple of his PCGS Registry Sets attained the #1 ranking, notably the 
Kennedy Half Dollars Complete Variety Set, Circulation Strikes (1964-Present), the first such set ever to attain 100% 
completion (in 2015). Now - nearly a decade later, as he edges into retirement - he hopes his coins will "continue to 
enhance other top-grade Kennedy half collections." 

THE GATOR COLLECTION, PART II 

A nice collection of half dimes was included in our recent ANA auction from this consignor. The GATOR is back, 
with additional selections that touch on several series with early to mid-century copper and scarce silver issues. 
Highlights include an 1836 Gobrecht dollar, Judd-60 Original and an 1861 Scott CSA Restrike half dollar. An 1804 
B-1 quarter in Good 4 condition will fill a hole in some fortunate collector's circulated set. 


THE COMMANDER COLLECTION, PART II 

We salute The Commander Collection for another small but meaningful consignment of numismatically significant 
and seldom-seen issues. An 1803 BD-3 eagle with Small Reverse Stars and an 1889-CC Liberty Head double eagle, 
a pleasing Type Three twenty grading AU55 NGC combine with a pair of early half eagles to make an eclectic and 
interesting group of gold coins. The Commander Collection also includes an interesting Wright Brothers/Ohio State 
Seal Medal struck in platinum.

That is where “medalist, die sinker, 
and letter cutter” Joseph H. Merriam created a series of tokens from 
his firm, established in Boston’s Brattle Square in 1850. His personal 
store card (Fuld-MAl 15E-1) includes this same device, a dog’s 
head, the date 1863, and the GOOD FOR A SCENT legend. 

The present token employs the dog’s head device with SAM’S 
INN on the reverse and large central 10, a “good for 10 cents” (or 
scents). The actual location of Sam’s Inn is now unknown, and 
the current attribution is Fuld-LU-Q-1 (for location unknown). 
Regardless of the attribution, this is a very rare token; one quite 
similar, XF40 NGC, sold in our Long Beach Medals & Tokens 
Signature (Heritage, 6/2007) as lot 81678 for $2,990.

W-1780, previously Breen-1017, was confirmed to 
be an example of W-1770. The Chalmers sixpence is much rarer 
than the two worm shillings varieties, and any example is highly 
desirable.

The First Presbyterian Church of Albany, New York issued 1,000 
uniface copper tokens in 1790, to aid parishioners in finding 
suitable coins for their offerings. There was a chronic shortage of 
small change in the newly established United States at the time, as 
the Mint Act of 1792 would not be signed by Congress for another 
two years. Circulating coinage consisted of a hodge-podge of coins 
from all nations and the various states, and often included under¬ 
weight or counterfeit specimens. The Albany Church Pennies 
were issued at the rate of 12 to one shilling and two varieties were 
produced. This coin represents the W-8495 variety, without the 
large D that appears above CHURCH on the other variety. The 
Albany Church Penney began appearing at auction at least as early 
as lot 2079 of the Second Semi-Annual Sale (W. Elliot Woodward, 
4/1863), where the coin realized $18, a substantial price for the 
time. The other variety, with the large D, was offered in the next 
lot in that sale and realized $25. Both varieties are very rare today, 
with less than a dozen examples of each extant. All examples seen 
are well-worn. Recent sales of the W-8495 include the VF30 PCGS 
example in lot 3912 of the ANA Signature (Heritage, 8/2015), 
which realized $30550. 

This impressive specimen shows XF sharpness on the simple 
design elements, with CHURCH spelled out clearly in print and 
PENNEY inscribed in cursive underneath. The border remains 
complete, although weak in some places. The surfaces show some 
evidence of corrosion and extensive verdigris and the planchet is 
clipped at 10 o’clock on the obverse.

The gripped edge 1797 half cent 
is the key variety in a Guide Book collection of half cents, even 
more coveted than the 1796 No Pole, the 1802/0 Reverse of 1800, 
and the 1831 business strike. All of the dozen or so known are in 
low grades, with the finest example (the Hanson specimen from 
the Missouri Cabinet) graded net VG8 by EAC standards. The 
discovery coin for the variety appeared as lot 281 in S.K. Harzfeld’s 
January 1881 auction of the H. Rogers Collection, but since 
Matthew Stickney owned an example, he may have recognized the 
significance of the variety before anyone else. 

“Ron Manley concluded that the gripped edge examples were 
struck after the lettered edge C-3b, but before the plain edge 
C-3a. Breen describes the edge variety as “vertical indentations 
with some raised marks ... analogous to that on the cents of 1797, 
Sheldon 120-121, but the grip marks are not spaced quite the 
same as on the cents.” Breen theorizes that the edge markings 
were formed by either a planchet cutter or “some kind of plain 
ridged edge dies.” 

On the present lot, the central reverse displays subtle vertical 
marks from burnishing, and the left reverse displays a few hair-thin 
marks. The deep brown surfaces are otherwise evenly granular, and 
are void of pitting or spots. The date and LIBERTY are bold, as 
is the fraction and UNITED. The portrait is nicely outlined, and 
two-thirds of the wreath is clear. The upper right reverse is well 
worn. Struck a few degrees off center toward 3:30. The obverse 
field is bulged near 3 o’clock, as made and usual for the variety. 
The edge is intermittently visible within the PCGS holder. We 
can locate no prior appearance of a gripped edge 1797 half cent 
in a Heritage auction, a further confirmation of its rarity and 
numismatic importance.

Cents 
are not only of interest to large cent specialists and advanced type 
collectors, but also serious collectors in all facets of American 
history.

A great deal of misinformation surrounds 
these interesting and enigmatic issues, which represent by far the 
rarest Kennedy halves of any kind. Only about a dozen examples 
exist today, and auction offerings are few and far between. The 
earliest known auction appearance was part of a 1964 set from the 
cent to the half dollar that appeared in a Stack’s auction in June 1991 
(lot 591). All offerings of 1964 Special Mint Sets were those sets 
that were put together, as there was never any kind of Mint offering 
or Mint packaging. Reliable sources have confirmed, however, that 
the 1964 SMS coins offered via Stack’s were from New York coin 
dealer Lester Merkin or his estate. Merkin died on July 26, 1992. 

The silver 1964 SMS coins were all struck on 90% silver 
planchets. Their metallic composition, their radically different 
surface finish, and their far-sharper strikes all call into question, 
in our view, if these coins qualify as “experiments” for the actual 
1965-67 Special Mint Sets. Their extensive evidence of die 
preparation and the existence of multiply struck examples of each 
denomination suggest that these coins were intended from the 
beginning as something more than merely tests for the later 1965- 
67 SMS sets. All five denominations are easily distinguished by the 
extensive die polishing lines that prevail throughout both sides, as 
well as by their phenomenally bold strikes. 

All 1964 SMS half dollars show various die markers that 
identify a single die pair. Die Markers: Obverse. A tiny teardrop¬ 
shaped die lump hangs down from the underside of the crosslet on 
the 4. Reverse. A heavy die line from the bottom right tip of the 
small middle serif in (O)F to A(MERICA). Another die line runs 
from the lower-right tip of the small lower serif of the F in HALF to 
the rim near the D in DOLLAR. 


The Present Coin 

The surfaces are satin-textured and attractive salmon-orange rim 
toning appears on the upper obverse and lower reverse. Some gray 
flecks are scattered around the obverse. The strike is remarkably full, 
and a sharp wire rim around both sides is typical. The “dangling 4” 
die marker on the obverse is prominent, as are the especially heavy 
reverse die lines.

Bowers-Borckardt Die State I. The Philadelphia 
Mint encountered grave difficulties when they tried to strike silver 
dollars in 1794, because the largest available screw press was not 
designed to strike coins larger than half dollars. Accordingly, silver 
dollar production was delayed in 1795, until a larger press could be 
built and installed. This was accomplished by May 6 of that year, 
when the first delivery of 3,810 1795-dated Flowing Hair dollars 
was recorded. Once production began, it continued on a large scale. 
The Mint went on to strike 160,295 Flowing Hair dollars before 
switching over to the Draped Bust design later in the year. It is 
possible that some 1795 dated coins were struck in later years, if the 
dies were still serviceable. Q. David Bowers believes this is the case, 
based on the number of survivors seen today. It is easy to accept that 
argument for the Draped Bust coins, but it seems less likely that the 
Flowing Hair dies would be used in later years. One of the finest 
examples of the BB-18 was struck with a silver plug and acquired 
by an agent of the Lord St. Oswald directly from the Philadelphia 
Mint in 1795, proving that the BB-18 was struck in that year. 

A total of 10 obverse and 11 reverse dies were used to strike 1795 
Flowing Hair dollars, with 19 different die varieties known for the 
date and type. The coin offered here represents the BB-18 variety, 
the only variety with 14 berries in the wreath on the reverse. The 
BB-18 also displays the Head of 1794, with a rounded bust tip, and 
three leaves under each eagle’s wing. This was the final use of the 
obverse die, which was used earlier to strike the BB-16 and BB-17 
varieties of this date. The reverse die was later used to strike the 
BB-19 variety. The BB-18 was recognized by numismatists at least 
as early as November of 1881, when Captain John W. Haseltine 
listed an example as lot 84 in his Type Table (Haseltine designated 
the variety as H-7): 

“1795; No. 7; Wide date; lower curl is very small and perfect 
and touches point of the star; hair terminates in six points; 
lower star on the right is partly under the bust; rev., heavy 
wreath with 14 berries, 7 on either side; has also the three 
leaves under each wing of the eagle; very fine; very rare 
variety.” 

The coin sold for $6.35, a strong price at the time. Although later 
numismatists have determined the variety is only somewhat scarce, 
rather than very rare, the BB-18 sells for many multiples of that 
price today. Recent sales include the MS65 ★ NGC example in 
lot 5123 of the Central States Signature (Heritage, 4/2015) that 
realized $423,000. 

The present coin is a delightful Mint State specimen, well- 
centered and well-detailed, with some faint planchet adjustment 
marks on the obverse. The peripheral devices are strongly 
impressed, but a touch of softness shows on Liberty’s hair and ear, 
possibly because the adjustment marks were difficult to strike out. 
The pleasing surfaces show only minor signs of contact and display 
attractive shades of lavender-gray and greenish-gold toning, with 
vibrant mint luster shining through the patina. Over all eye appeal 
is terrific.

756,000 Morgan dollars were struck there that year. Relatively few 
specimens were saved by contemporary collectors, as interest in 
branch mint issues was minimal at the time. In addition, the issue 
was not stored in large numbers by the government for release in 
later years. Among Carson City Morgan dollars, only the 1890-CC 
was offered in smaller numbers in the GSA sales of the 1970s.

The 1895 is shrouded in mystery and speculation, and it is 
the subject of insatiable demand from series specialists. A total 
of 12,000 business strikes were reportedly produced in June 1895. 
Some researchers like Walter Breen (1988) and more recently 
Roger Burdette (2006) have written that coins intended for 
circulation were struck using the proof dies and that the entire 
mintage was likely melted in 1918, while others like Bowers (1993) 
have dismissed the official mintage as a clerical error, arguing no 
circulation strikes were ever produced, or if they were they bear an 
1894 date. What is certain is that the 1895 proofs, of which 880 
examples were struck, are perennially sought after by collectors 
looking for the sense of completion that comes with ownership of 
the “King of the Morgan Dollars.”

5731 1851-0 AU58 NGC. Variety 1. The 1851-0 Liberty double 
eagle boasts the largest mintage of the New Orleans series, at 
315,000 pieces. Like most Type One double eagles, the 1850-0 
circulated heavily at the time of issue and few examples were 
saved for numismatic purposes. As a result, the 1850-0 is easily 
located in lower circulated grades today, but the issue is very scarce 
in AU58, and Mint State coins are rare. The 1851-0 is a popular 
branch mint type coin, but modern shipwreck finds have only 
yielded modest numbers of high-grade survivors. Eight coins were 
recovered from the S.S. Central America and 14 examples were 
found on the S.S. Republic. Reportedly, 10 Uncirculated examples 
were included in the Baltimore Hoard in 1934. 

The present coin is an attractive near-Mint specimen that 
exhibits just a trace of wear on the sharply detailed design elements. 
The orange-gold surfaces show a number of scattered, minor 
abrasions, and traces of original mint luster show in sheltered 
areas. This coin should find a home in a fine collection or type 
set.

The West Coast facility struck 141,468 twenty dollar 
gold pieces in 1854. Winter notes that most high-grade survivors 
have been recovered from shipwrecks like the S.S. Yankee Blade 
and Central America. This AU55 example could very well trace its 
origin to one of those finds. Each side side considerable remaining 
mint frost over pale gold surfaces.

The New 
Orleans Mint struck coins under the authority of three different 
governing bodies during 1861. From January 1 through January 
26, 5,000 Liberty double eagles were produced under U.S. federal 
sanction. On January 26, the Mint was seized by the State of 
Louisiana, and 9,750 double eagles were struck before March 31, 
when the facility was turned over to the Confederacy. Another 2,991 
double eagles were coined under the auspices of the Confederate 
government, before the Mint was closed on April 30, 1861. The 
Mint was not reopened until 1879. Since only a single pair of dies 
was used to strike the entire mintage, it is impossible to tell exactly 
which coins were struck under which governing body. Probably no 
more than 135-165 examples survive today in all grades. 

The present coin is an attractive AU53 example, with just a 
trace of wear on the well-detailed design elements. Like many 
examples seen, the date is weakly impressed at the bottom.

In an October 2006 Coin World article, “Key 
differences clarify study of Kellogg $20 die varieties,” Heritage 
cataloger Brian Koller writes that two different obverse dies are 
paired with the Long Arrows reverse. The “Kagin-2a” obverse is 
undescribed in the 1981 Donald Kagin reference but apparently 
is a great rarity. The letters on the coronet inscription are larger 
than on the (very scarce, or R.4) K-2 die, the 4 in the date is 
lower, and the 1 is higher. This is the usually seen K-2 obverse. 
Kellogg and Co. were relative latecomers to the California Gold 
Rush party, striking their twenty dollar pieces only in 1854 and 
1855. Kellogg and Richter opened their own assaying office in 
December 1853 and struck their first twenty dollar gold coins 
in February 1854. This is a still-lustrous Choice XF orange-gold 
example of the K-2 that shows one scrape on Liberty’s cheek and 
one straight pinscratch through the lower reverse design.

A number of uniface 
copper “die trial” restrikes were produced by unidentified individuals 
circa 1897-1898, all struck from original dies used to strike regular- 
issue Mormon gold coinage during the Gold Rush era. Supposedly 
produced to commemorate the 50th anniversary of the Mormon 
settlement in Salt Lake City, no definitive evidence on the origin 
of these issues has been found. The dies were repurchased by the 
Mormon Church in 1909 and are preserved in the Deseret Museum 
today. Experts disagree on which side of the coin this design 
represents. Don Kagin designates the side with the clasped hands 
and date as the obverse of the uniface restrike in his series reference 
(page 368), while he identifies it as the reverse on regular-issue 
Mormon gold coins (page 313). NGC follows Kagin in certifying 
this piece as the obverse. The edge treatment is also controversial, 
as Kagin lists this variety with a reeded edge, while this piece has a 
plain edge.

Traditionally, it is thought the “die trials” were struck 
to commemorate the 50th anniversary of settlement of Salt Lake 
City by the Mormon community, but no definitive evidence has 
come to light. The dies were repurchased by the Mormon Church in 
1909 and carefully preserved in the church-owned Deseret Museum. 
The classification of these pieces is somewhat controversial, as Don 
Kagin designates the design with clasped hands and the date as the 
obverse of the “die trial” in his series reference (page 368), while 
he identifies it as the reverse on regular-issue Mormon gold coins

Anecdotal evidence suggests the issues were produced 
to commemorate the 50th anniversary of the Mormon settlement 
in Salt Lake City, but no documentary evidence has been found. 
The “die trials” were struck from original dies used on Mormon gold 
coinage during the Gold Rush era. The dies were repurchased by the 
Mormon Church in 1909 and are preserved in the Deseret Museum 
today. Experts disagree on which side of the coin this design 
represents. Don Kagin designates the side with the All-Seeing Eye 
and bishop’s mitre as the reverse of the uniface restrike in his series 
reference (page 368), while listing the same design as the obverse 
on regular Mormon gold coinage (page 313). The edge treatment 
is also controversial, as Kagin lists this variety with a reeded edge, 
while this piece has a plain edge. Clearly, more research is needed 
to understand and correctly classify these very rare issues. 

This attractive Select example exhibits pleasing surfaces that 
show a mix of original red and light brown patina, with only 
minor signs of contact.

Some 
microscopic specks of carbon are evident on close inspection and 
the piece is slightly concave, as struck from the original die.

Lake City. The Mormon Church repurchased the dies in 1909 and 
they are on display in the Deseret Museum today. There is much 
controversy about the classification of these issues. Don Kagin lists 
the design with clasped hands and the date as the obverse of the 
uniface restrike, K-3, on page 368 of his series reference, while he 
lists the same design as the reverse on regular Mormon gold coinage 
(page 313). Additionally, the Kagin reference attributes the K-3 
restrike as a reeded edge design, but this piece has a plain edge. 

This copper restrike exhibits well-detailed design elements, with 
evidence of extensive die rust, but minimal signs of contact.

These restrikes 
were produced around 1897'1898 and were ostensibly intended 
to commemorate the 50th anniversary of the Mormon settlement 
of Salt Lake City. The classification of these pieces is somewhat 
inconsistent, as Don Kagin attributes the design with the AIT 
Seeing Eye and bishop’s mitre as the reverse of the restrike issue 
in his series reference (page 368), but lists the same design as the 
obverse on regular-issue Mormon gold coinage (page 313). It is 
worth noting that Kagin lists this variety with a reeded edge, but 
this coin has a plain edge. 

The original red surfaces of this well-preserved Choice example 
have mellowed to light brown and crimson in many areas, but only 
minor signs of contact are evident and there is only slight evidence 
of die rust on this piece. The design elements are sharply detailed 
and the overall presentation is most appealing.

A denominational 
series of uniface copper “die trials” of Mormon gold coinage was 
struck by private individuals many years after the Gold Rush era, 
using the original dies. It is thought these pieces were produced 
in 1897 or 1898, to commemorate the 50th anniversary of the 
Mormon settlement of Salt Lake City. Although both obverse and 
reverse restrikes were made for the lower denominations, only one 
side of the twenty dollar coin was reproduced. The twenty dollar 
restrikes are an R.7 issue in copper, but three pieces are known in 
gilt, with a mounting pin attached to the blank reverse. 

There is some confusion about which side of the coin this 
design represents. Don Kagin designated the design with the All- 
Seeing Eye and bishop’s mitre as the obverse of the restrike, K-5, in 
his series reference (page 369). However, he designated the same 
design as the reverse on the lower restrike denominations on page 
368. Perhaps because only one side of the twenty dollar piece was 
restruck, Kagin called it the obverse by default, even though it was 
inconsistent with the other restrike issues. The situation is further 
complicated by the fact that he designated this design as the obverse 
of all the regular-issue 1849 Mormon gold coins. NGC has certified 
this piece as the reverse, in keeping with the lower denomination 
restrikes, with a new designation K-5 a on the holder. 

Although the mounting pin prevents NGC from certifying this 
issue, we believe it adds to the sense of history of this piece, which 
was probably displayed on a poster board at the 50th Anniversary 
Celebration. The design elements are well-struck, and some 
evidence of die rust shows in the fields. A few anomalous striations 
show on the rim. Although Kagin lists the K-5 as a reeded edge 
design, this piece has a plain edge. 
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5855 (1850) Mormon Five Dollar Token Uncertified. Although it 
closely resembles the design of the 1850 Mormon five dollar gold 
piece, this mysterious token does not appear to be struck from the 
original dies (note the repunching on the star below R in LORD). 
The time of manufacture and purpose of this issue is unknown, but 
it may have been struck by private parties sometime after 1909, 
when the original dies were recovered by the Mormon Church. 
The composition is uncertain, but appears to be brass. The design 
elements are well-detailed, with some softness on the centers. Only 
minor signs of contact are evident, with a couple of tiny carbon 
spots on the reverse.

The uniface copper 
restrikes were struck by private parties about 1897-1898, using 
the original dies, possibly to commemorate the 50th anniversary 
of the Mormon settlement of Salt Lake City. For some reason, 
no restrike of the other side of the Mormon twenty was ever 
produced. There is some disagreement about which side of the 
coin this piece represents. In Private Gold Coins and Patterns of the 
United States , page 369, Don Kagin designates the design with the 
All-Seeing Eye and bishop’s mitre as the obverse, K-5. Similarly, 
he identifies the same design as the obverse of the original 
1849 Mormon gold coins on page 313. However, he calls this 
design the reverse of the uniface restrikes of the other Mormon 
denominations on page 368. NGC has followed the pattern of 
the other uniface restrikes, certifying this piece as the reverse, and 
giving it the new designation K-5 a on the holder. Kagin lists the 
K-5 as a reeded edge design, but this piece has a plain edge. 

This impressive Select specimen exhibits sharply detailed 
design elements and pleasing surfaces that show a mix of original 
red and light brown toning, with only scattered, minor signs of 
contact. The overall presentation is most appealing for this very 
rare, historic issue.

Don Kagin 
was uncharacteristically inconsistent in classifying these issues in 
his series reference, listing the design with the clasped hands and 
date as the obverse of the five dollar copper restrike on page 369 of 
his series reference, while listing the same design as the reverse on 
the regular-issue Mormon gold coins on page 314. He also listed the 
restrikes as a reeded edge design, but this piece has a plain edge. 

This impressive Select specimen offers well-detailed design 
elements throughout, and the well-preserved surfaces show some 
evidence of die rust. A mix of original red and crimson patina blankets 
the pleasing surfaces, with vibrant mint luster underneath.

Eye, halo, and crown as the reverse of the uniface copper restrike, 
he reversed that attribution on the regular-issue Mormon gold 
coinage, where he called the same design the obverse. He also listed 
the K-7a as a reeded edge design, but this piece has a plain edge. 

The piece offered here appeared previously as lot 3671 of the 
ANA Convention Auction (Kagin’s, 8/1983): 

“$5 1850 copper gilt obverse impression (Kagin 7) MS60 
Brilliant Uncirculated. Modified Cap and All-Seeing Eye 
design of second year of Mormon gold coinage, restruck for the 
1898 50th anniversary celebration with pin on blank reverse.

Notice even the Kagin’s cataloger became confused about the 
attribution of this piece, calling it an obverse impression.

The K-7a is listed as 
a reeded edge design, but this piece has a plain edge.

The uniface copper “die trials” were actually struck by private 
parties circa 1897-1898, possibly to commemorate the settlement 
of Salt Lake City by the Mormons 50 years earlier. 

This impressive Gem exhibits well-detailed design elements and 
shows the diagnostic bisecting die crack from the rim at 1 o’clock 
to the opposite rim at 8 o’clock. The well-preserved olive-brown 
surfaces show a few hints of original red, with ample mint luster 
under the patina. Don Kagin lists the K-8 as a reeded edge variety, 
but this piece has a plain edge. Altogether, a most attractive 
representative of this very rare issue. 


5861 1860 Mormon Five Dollar, Uniface Copper Restrike, Plain 
Edge, Gilt, K-8a, R.8 Gilt, Uncertified. Unknown private parties 
acquired the original dies used to strike Mormon five dollar gold 
pieces in 1860 and used them to produce uniface copper restrikes, 
circa 1897-1898. Documentary evidence about the origins of these 
pieces has not been found, but there is a strong oral tradition that 
they were produced to commemorate the 50th anniversary of the 
Mormon settlement of Salt Lake City. Don Kagin lists the K-8a as a 
reeded edge design, but this piece has a plain edge. 

This well-preserved specimen appeared previously in lot 3674 of 
the ANA Convention Auction (Kagin’s, 8/1983): 

“$5 1860 copper gilt reverse impression (Kagin 8a) MS60 
Uncirculated. Popular eagle and beehive, die scratches from 
polishing before restriking for the 1898 celebrations. Only two 
known gilt, with mounting pin on back as used for display in 
1898. Copper. R.7.” 

Although the mounting pin prevents NGC from certifying this 
piece, we believe it is an integral part of this attractive, historic 
issue. The design elements are sharply detailed and a die break 
shows through the second F in OFFICE to the wing. Surface marks 
are minimal and the overall presentation is most attractive for this 
extremely rare issue.

This uniface copper “die 
trial” was produced by unknown parties employing the same 
dies used to strike regular-issue Mormon gold five dollar coins 
in 1860. The restrike “die trials” were made at a much later date, 
probably around 1897'1898, ostensibly to commemorate the 50th 
anniversary of the Mormon settlement in Utah. Don Kagin lists 
K-8a as a reeded edge design in his series reference, but this piece 
has a plain edge. This well-preserved Choice specimen exhibits 
pleasing surfaces with a mix of lavender, crimson, and original red 
patina. Vibrant mint luster and traces of prooflike reflectivity shine 
through the toning. The design elements are sharply detailed and 
overall eye appeal is outstanding.

Plasma physics and solid state physics were the topics of the 
1970 Nobel co-laureates in Physics. Hannes Olof Gosta Alfven 
made discoveries in magnetohydro-dynamics with applications in 
plasma physics, and Louis Eugene Felix Neel studied ferrimagnetism 
with applications in solid state physics.

Auctioneer is not responsible for 
executing mail bids or FAX bids received on or after the day the first lot is sold, nor Internet bids 
submitted after the published closing time; nor is Auctioneer responsible for proper execution of 
bids submitted by telephone, mail, FAX, e-mail, Internet, or in person once the Auction begins. Bids 
placed electronically via the internet may not be withdrawn until your written request is received 
and acknowledged by Auctioneer (FAX: 214-409-1425); such requests must state the reason, and 
may constitute grounds for withdrawal of bidding privileges. Lots won by mail Bidders will not be 
delivered at the Auction unless prearranged. 

11. Caveat as to Bid Increments. Bid increments (over the current bid level) determine the lowest 
amount you may bid on a particular lot. Bids greater than one increment over the current bid can be 
any whole dollar amount. It is possible under several circumstances for winning bids to be between 
increments, sometimes only $1 above the previous increment. Please see: “How can I lose by less 
than an increment?” on our website. Bids will be accepted in whole dollar amounts only. No “buy” 
or “unlimited” bids will be accepted.

12. If Auctioneer calls for a full increment, a bidder may request Auctioneer to accept a bid at half 
of the increment (“Cut Bid”) only once per lot. After offering a Cut Bid, bidders may continue 
to participate only at full increments. Off-increment bids may be accepted by the Auctioneer at 
Signature® Auctions and Grand Format Auctions. If the Auctioneer solicits bids other than the 
expected increment, these bids will not be considered Cut Bids. 


Conducting the Auction: 

13. Notice of the consignors liberty to place bids on his lots in the Auction is hereby made in 
accordance with Article 2 of the Texas Business and Commercial Code. A “Minimum Bid” is 
an amount below which the lot will not sell. THE CONSIGNOR OF PROPERTY MAY PLACE 
WRITTEN ’’Minimum Bids” ON HIS LOTS IN ADVANCE OF THE AUCTION; ON SUCH LOTS, IF

In the event of any dispute between any Bidders at an 
Auction, Auctioneer may at his sole discretion reoffer the lot. Auctioneer’s decision and declaration 
of the winning Bidder shall be final and binding upon all Bidders. Bids properly offered, whether 
by floor Bidder or other means of bidding, may on occasion be missed or go unrecognized; in such 
cases, the Auctioneer may declare the recognized bid accepted as the winning bid, regardless of 
whether a competing bid may have been higher. Auctioneer reserves the right after the hammer fall 
to accept bids and reopen bidding for bids placed through the Internet or otherwise. 

15. Auctioneer reserves the right to refuse to honor any bid or to limit the amount of any bid, in its sole 
discretion. A bid is considered not made in “Good Faith” when made by an insolvent or irresponsible 
person, a person under the age of eighteen, or is not supported by satisfactory credit, collectibles 
references, or otherwise. Regardless of the disclosure of his identity, any bid by a consignor or his 
agent on a lot consigned by him is deemed to be made in “Good Faith.” Any person apparently 
appearing on the OFAC list is not eligible to bid. 

16. Nominal Bids. The Auctioneer in its sole discretion may reject nominal bids, small opening bids, or 
very nominal advances. If a lot bearing estimates fails to open for 40-60% of the low estimate, the 
Auctioneer may pass the item or may place a protective bid on behalf of the consignor. 

17. Lots bearing bidding estimates shall open at Auctioneer’s discretion (generally 40%-60% of the low 
estimate). In the event that no bid meets or exceeds that opening amount, the lot shall pass as unsold. 

18. All items are to be purchased per lot as numerically indicated and no lots will be broken. Auctioneer 
reserves the right to withdraw, prior to the close, any lots from the Auction. 

19. Auctioneer reserves the right to rescind the sale in the event of nonpayment, breach of a warranty, 
disputed ownership, auctioneer’s clerical error or omission in exercising bids and reserves, or for 
any other reason and in Auctioneer’s sole discretion. In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s election 
to void a sale does not relieve the Bidder from their obligation to pay Auctioneer its fees (seller’s and 
buyer’s premium) and any other damages or expenses pertaining to the lot. 

20. Auctioneer occasionally experiences Internet and/or Server service outages, and Auctioneer 
periodically schedules system downtime for maintenance and other purposes, during which 
Bidders cannot participate or place bids.

22. The Auctioneer has the right to sell certain unsold items after the close of the Auction. Such lots 
shall be considered sold during the Auction and all these Terms and Conditions shall apply to such 
sales including but not limited to the Buyer’s Premium, return rights, and disclaimers. 

Payment: 

23. All sales are strictly for cash in United States dollars (including U.S. currency, bank wire, cashier 
checks, travelers checks, eChecks, and bank money orders, and are subject to all reporting 
requirements). All deliveries are subject to good funds; funds being received in Auctioneer’s account 
before delivery of the Purchases; and all payments are subject to a clearing period. Auctioneer 
reserves the right to determine if a check constitutes “good funds”: checks drawn on a U.S. bank are 
subject to a ten business day hold, and thirty days when drawn on an international bank. Clients 
with pre-arranged credit status may receive immediate credit for payments via eCheck, personal, or 
corporate checks.

24-48 hours post auction from the My Orders page of the HA.com website. 

24. Payment is due upon closing of the Auction session, or upon presentment of an invoice. Auctioneer 
reserves the right to void an invoice if payment in full is not received within 7 days after the close of 
the Auction. In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s election to void a sale does not relieve the Bidder 
from their obligation to pay Auctioneer its fees (seller’s and buyer’s premium) on the lot and any 
other damages pertaining to the lot or Auctioneer. Alternatively, Auctioneer at its sole option, may 
charge a twenty (20%) fee based on the amount of the purchase. In either case the Auctioneer may 
offset amount of its claim against any monies owing to the Bidder or secure its claim against any of 
the Bidder’s properties held by the Auctioneer.. 

25. Lots delivered to you, or your representative are subject to all applicable state and local taxes, unless 
appropriate permits are on file with Auctioneer. Bidder agrees to pay Auctioneer the actual amount 
of tax due in the event that sales tax is not properly collected due to: 1) an expired, inaccurate, 
or inappropriate tax certificate or declaration, 2) an incorrect interpretation of the applicable 
statute, 3) or any other reason. The appropriate form or certificate must be on file at and verified by 
Auctioneer five days prior to Auction, or tax must be paid; only if such form or certificate is received 
by Auctioneer within 4 days after the Auction can a refund of tax paid be made. Lots from different 
Auctions may not be aggregated for sales tax purposes. 

26. In the event that a Bidder’s payment is dishonored upon presentment(s), Bidder shall pay the 
maximum statutory processing fee set by applicable state law. If you attempt to pay via eCheck 
and your financial institution denies this transfer from your bank account, or the payment cannot 
be completed using the selected funding source, you agree to complete payment using your credit 
card on file. 

27. If any Auction invoice submitted by Auctioneer is not paid in full when due, the unpaid balance 
will bear interest at the highest rate permitted by law from the date of invoice until paid. Any invoice 
not paid when due will bear a three percent (3%) late fee on the invoice amount. If the Auctioneer 
refers any invoice to an attorney for collection, the buyer agrees to pay attorney’s fees, court costs, 
and other collection costs incurred by Auctioneer. If Auctioneer assigns collection to its in-house 
legal staff, such attorney’s time expended on the matter shall be compensated at a rate comparable 
to the hourly rate of independent attorneys. 

28. In the event a successful Bidder fails to pay any amounts due, Auctioneer reserves the right to sell 
the lot(s) securing the invoice to any underbidders in the Auction that the lot(s) appeared, or at 
subsequent private or public sale, or relist the lot(s) in a future auction conducted by Auctioneer. A 
defaulting Bidder agrees to pay for the reasonable costs of resale (including a 15% seller’s commission, 
if consigned to an auction conducted by Auctioneer). The defaulting Bidder is liable to pay any 
difference between his total original invoice for the lot(s), plus any applicable interest, and the net 
proceeds for the lot(s) if sold at private sale or the subsequent hammer price of the lot(s) less the 15% 
seller’s commissions, if sold at an Auctioneer’s auction. 

29. Auctioneer reserves the right to require payment in full in good funds before delivery of the merchandise. 

30. Auctioneer shall have a lien against the merchandise purchased by the buyer to secure payment of 
the Auction invoice. Auctioneer is further granted a lien and the right to retain possession of any 
other property of the buyer then held by the Auctioneer or its affiliates to secure payment of any 
Auction invoice or any other amounts due the Auctioneer or affiliates from the buyer. 
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With respect to these lien rights, Auctioneer shall have all the rights of a secured creditor under Article 
9 of the Texas Uniform Commercial Code, including but not limited to the right of sale (including 
a 15% sellers commission, if consigned to an auction conducted by Auctioneer). In addition, with 
respect to payment of the Auction invoice(s), the buyer waives any and all rights of offset he might 
otherwise have against the Auctioneer and the consignor of the merchandise included on the 
invoice.

31. Title shall not pass to the successful Bidder until all invoices are paid in full. It is the responsibility 
of the buyer to provide adequate insurance coverage for the items once they have been delivered to a 
common carrier or third-party shipper. 

Delivery; Shipping; and Handling Charges: 

32. Buyer is liable for shipping, handling, registration, and renewal fees, if any. Please refer to Auctioneers 
website HA.com/c/shipping.zx for the latest charges or call Auctioneer. Auctioneer is unable to combine 
purchases from other auctions or affiliates into one package for shipping purposes. Lots won will be 
shipped in a commercially reasonable time after payment in good funds for the merchandise and the 
shipping fees is received or credit extended, except when third-party shipment occurs. Buyer agrees that 
Service and Handling charges related to shipping items which are not pre-paid may be charged to the 
credit card on file with Auctioneer. 

33. Successful international Bidders shall provide written shipping instructions, including specified 
customs declarations, to the Auctioneer for any lots to be delivered outside of the United States. 
NOTE: Declaration value shall be the item (s) hammer price together with its buyers premium and 
Auctioneer shall use the correct harmonized code for the lot.

34. All shipping charges will be borne by the successful Bidder. On all domestic shipments, any risk of loss 
during shipment will be borne by Heritage until the shipping carriers confirmation of delivery to the 
address of record in Auctioneers file (carriers confirmation is conclusive to prove delivery to Bidder; 
if the client has a Signature release on file with the carrier, the package is considered delivered without 
Signature) or delivery by Heritage to Bidders selected third-party shipper.

37. Any request for shipping verification for undelivered packages must be made within 30 days of 
shipment by Auctioneer. 

Cataloging, Warranties and Disclaimers: 

38. NO WARRANTY, WHETHER EXPRESSED OR IMPLIED, IS MADE WITH RESPECT TO ANY 
DESCRIPTION CONTAINED IN THIS AUCTION OR ANY SECOND OPINE. Any description of the 
items or second opine contained in this Auction is for the sole purpose of identifying the items for 
those Bidders who do not have the opportunity to view the lots prior to bidding, and no description 
of items has been made part of the basis of the bargain or has created any express warranty that the 
goods would conform to any description made by Auctioneer. Color variations can be expected in 
any electronic or printed imaging, and are not grounds for the return of any lot. NOTE: Auctioneer, 
in specified auction venues, for example, Fine Art, may have express written warranties and you are 
referred to those specific terms and conditions.. 

39. Auctioneer is selling only such right or title to the items being sold as Auctioneer may have by 
virtue of consignment agreements on the date of auction and disclaims any warranty of title to 
the Property. Auctioneer disclaims any warranty of merchantability or fitness for any particular 
purposes. All images, descriptions, sales data, and archival records are the exclusive property of 
Auctioneer, and may be used by Auctioneer for advertising, promotion, archival records, and any 
other uses deemed appropriate. 

40. Translations of foreign language documents maybe provided as a convenience to interested parties. 
Auctioneer makes no representation as to the accuracy of those translations and will not be held 
responsible for errors in bidding arising from inaccuracies in translation. 

41. Auctioneer disclaims all liability for damages, consequential or otherwise, arising out of or in 
connection with the sale of any Property by Auctioneer to Bidder. No third party may rely on any 
benefit of these Terms and Conditions and any rights, if any, established hereunder are personal to 
the Bidder and may not be assigned. Any statement made by the Auctioneer is an opinion and does 
not constitute a warranty or representation. No employee of Auctioneer may alter these Terms and 
Conditions, and, unless signed by a principal of Auctioneer, any such alteration is null and void. 

42. Auctioneer shall not be liable for breakage of glass or damage to frames (patent or latent); such defects, 
in any event, shall not be a basis for any claim for return or reduction in purchase price. 

Release: 

43. In consideration of participation in the Auction and the placing of a bid, Bidder expressly releases 
Auctioneer, its officers, directors and employees, its affiliates, and its outside experts that provide 
second opines, from any and all claims, cause of action, chose of action, whether at law or equity or 
any arbitration or mediation rights existing under the rules of any professional society or affiliation 
based upon the assigned description, or a derivative theory, breach of warranty express or implied, 
representation or other matter set forth within these Terms and Conditions of Auction or otherwise. 
In the event of a claim, Bidder agrees that such rights and privileges conferred therein are strictly 
construed as specifically declared herein; e.g., authenticity, typographical error, etc. and are the 
exclusive remedy. Bidder, by non-compliance to these express terms of a granted remedy, shall waive 
any claim against Auctioneer. 

44. Notice: Some Property sold by Auctioneer are inherently dangerous e.g. firearms, cannons, and 
small items that may be swallowed or ingested or may have latent defects all of which may cause 
harm to a person. Purchaser accepts all risk of loss or damage from its purchase of these items and 
Auctioneer disclaims any liability whether under contract or tort for damages and losses, direct or 
inconsequential, and expressly disclaims any warranty as to safety or usage of any lot sold. 


Dispute Resolution and Arbitration Provision: 

45. By placing a bid or otherwise participating in the auction, Bidder accepts these Terms and Conditions 
of Auction, and specifically agrees to the dispute resolution provided herein. Consumer disputes 
shall be resolved through court litigation which has an exclusive Dallas, Texas venue clause and jury 
waiver. Non-consumer dispute shall be determined in binding arbitration which arbitration replaces 
the right to go to court, including the right to a jury trial. 

46. Auctioneer in no event shall be responsible for consequential damages, incidental damages, 
compensatory damages, or any other damages arising or claimed to be arising from the auction of 
any lot. In the event that Auctioneer cannot deliver the lot or subsequently it is established that the lot 
lacks title, or other transfer or condition issue is claimed, in such cases the sole remedy shall be limited 
to rescission of sale and refund of the amount paid by Bidder; in no case shall Auctioneers maximum 
liability exceed the high bid on that lot, which bid shall be deemed for all purposes the value of the lot. 
After one year has elapsed, Auctioneers maximum liability shall be limited to any commissions and 
fees Auctioneer earned on that lot. 

47. In the event of an attribution error, Auctioneer may at its sole discretion, correct the error on 
the Internet, or, if discovered at a later date, to refund the buyer s purchase price without further 
obligation. 

48. Exclusive Dispute Resolution Process: All claims, disputes, or controversies in connection with, 
relating to and /or arising out of your Participation in the Auction or purchase of any lot, any 
interpretation of the Terms and Conditions of Sale or any amendments thereto, any description 
of any lot or condition report, any damage to any lot, any alleged verbal modification of any term 
of sale or condition report or description and/or any purported settlement whether asserted in 
contract, tort, under Federal or State statute or regulation or any claim made by you of a lot or 
your Participation in the auction involving the auction or a specific lot involving a warranty or 
representation of a consignor or other person or entity including Auctioneer {which claim you 
consent to be made a party} (collectively, “Claim”) shall be exclusively heard by, and the claimant 
(or respondent as the case may be) and Heritage each consent to the Claim being presented in a 
confidential binding arbitration before a single arbitrator administrated by and conducted under the 
rules of, the American Arbitration Association. The locale for all such arbitrations shall be Dallas, 
Texas. The arbitrators award may be enforced in any court of competent jurisdiction. If a Claim 
involves a consumer, exclusive subject matter jurisdiction for the Claim is in the State District Courts 
of Dallas County, Texas and the consumer consents to subject matter and in personam jurisdiction; 
further CONSUMER EXPRESSLY WAIVES ANY RIGHT TO TRIAL BY JURY. A consumer may elect 
arbitration as specified above. Any claim involving the purchase or sale of numismatic or related 
items may be submitted through binding PNG arbitration. Any Claim must be brought within two 
(2) years of the alleged breach, default or misrepresentation or the Claim is waived. Exemplary or 
punitive damages are not permitted and are waived. A Claim is not subject to class certification. 
Nothing herein shall be construed to extend the time of return or conditions and restrictions for 
return. This Agreement and any Claim shall be determined and construed under Texas law. The 
prevailing party (a party that is awarded substantial and material relief on its damage claim based 
on damages sought vs. awarded or the successful defense of a Claim based on damages sought vs. 
awarded) may be awarded its reasonable attorneys’ fees and costs. 

49. No claims of any kind can be considered after the settlements have been made with the consignors. 
Any dispute after the settlement date is strictly between the Bidder and consignor without 
involvement or responsibility of the Auctioneer. 

50. In consideration of their participation in or application for the Auction, a person or entity (whether 
the successful Bidder, a Bidder, a purchaser and/or other Auction participant or registrant) agrees 
that all disputes in any way relating to, arising under, connected with, or incidental to these Terms 
and Conditions and purchases, or default in payment thereof, shall be arbitrated pursuant to the 
arbitration provision. In the event that any matter including actions to compel arbitration, construe 
the agreement, actions in aid of arbitration or otherwise needs to be litigated, such litigation 
shall be exclusively in the Courts of the State of Texas, in Dallas County, Texas, and if necessary 
the corresponding appellate courts. For such actions, the successful Bidder, purchaser, or Auction 
participant also expressly submits himself to the personal jurisdiction of the State of Texas. 

51. These Terms & Conditions provide specific remedies for occurrences in the auction and delivery 
process. Where such remedies are afforded, they shall be interpreted strictly. Bidder agrees that any 
claim shall utilize such remedies; Bidder making a claim in excess of those remedies provided in 
these Terms and Conditions agrees that in no case whatsoever shall Auctioneers maximum liability 
exceed the high bid on that lot, which bid shall be deemed for all purposes the value of the lot. 

Miscellaneous: 

52. Agreements between Bidders and consignors to effectuate a non-sale of an item at Auction, inhibit 
bidding on a consigned item to enter into a private sale agreement for said item, or to utilize the 
Auctioneers Auction to obtain sales for non-selling consigned items subsequent to the Auction, 
are strictly prohibited.

In conformity with “do-not-call” regulations promulgated by 
the Federal or State regulatory agencies, participation by the Bidder is affirmative consent to being 
contacted at the phone number shown in his application and this consent shall remain in effect until 
it is revoked in writing. Heritage may from time to time contact Bidder concerning sale, purchase, and 
auction opportunities available through Heritage and its affiliates and subsidiaries. 

54. Rules of Construction: Auctioneer presents properties in a number of collectible fields, and as such, 
specific venues have promulgated supplemental Terms and Conditions. Nothing herein shall be 
construed to waive the general Terms and Conditions of Auction by these additional rules and shall 
be construed to give force and effect to the rules in their entirety.
